MERCURY, Nev. (AP) — 


The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion is getting ready to test the 
first atomic bomb designed to 
be mass produced for peaceful 
use in the United States. 


The bomb is designed to frac- 


ture 'sandstone -formations 
found under several Western 
states and release natural gas 
trapped in the rock. The AEC 
says such devices could ulti- 
mately 
double 
the 
nation's 


dwindling natural gas reserve. 


The device will be tested here 


at the Nevada Test Site in ear- 
ly June under the code name 
Miniata. If all goes well, test 
and production shots could be- 
gin next year. 


A. Dean Thornbrough, direc- 


tor of the AEC's office of 
peaceful nuclear explosives, 
said in an interview Wednesday 
that the Miniata device, about 9 
inches wide and 30 feet long, is 
designed to release very little 
radioactivity. 


When atomic explosions are 


used in gas production the chief 
by-product of concern is tri- 
tium, a radioactive isotope of 
hydrogen. Combined with the 
methane in natural gas, tritium 
could be carried into the home, 
released 
when the 
gas 
is 


burned and absorbed by people.

MOSCOW (AP) - Premier 


Alexei N. Kosygin and Prime 
Minister Pierre Elliott Trudeau 
have signed an agreement call- 
ing for the Soviet and Canadian 
governments to make urgent 
contact if necessary to main- 
tain peace.

U.S., Russia 
Agree to Take 
Up Arms Study 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Nixon announced today 
that the United States and the 
Soviet Union have agreed to 
work this year toward an 
agreement on limiting antibal- 
listic missiles and on limiting 
offensive nuclear weapons. 


In a brief statement on live 


television and radio, Nixon de- 
clared 'this agreement is a 
major step in breaking the 
stalemate on nuclear arms 
talks" begun with the Soviets in 
1969. 


Nixon's short announcement- 


timed with a similar one to be 
issued by Moscow—gave no de- 
tails on what breakthrough he 
anticipated in the U.S.-Soviet 
Strategic

Talks (SALT) which got under-

Troop Cut

SHAVING STROKES 


by Frank Beard 


You want to shift your 


weight to your right and then 
back during the golf swing, 
but many weekend players 
overdo it and disrupt their 
balance.

little over half your weight

That applies to the 
follow-through, too. Don't 
lunge through the ball. Think 
about keeping your weight on 
the insides of your feet. 


A good practice gimmick

Some 42.5 million American 
sports fans attended races 
last year; it is estimated by 
Mattioli that by America's 
200th birthday p a r t y the 
July 4th weekend at Pocono 
International Raceway will 
be seating better than a 
half-million fans for the 500- 
mile classic.

that are televised annually. 


And, as a result, he is just

Cashen, the Orioles' execu- 
tive vice-president, is talking 
about when he says, "Balti- 
more has perhaps the great- 
est passive baseball fans in 
the country."

While the Orioles always 


manage to turn a profit, 
complaints are f r e q u e n t 
about traffic, parking and 
the 53,000-seat s t a d i u m , 
which has inadequate cover- 
ing, too many poles and no 
toilet seats. 


But Cashen insists that the 


heart of the problem is geo- 
graphic.

lected to report to the Army. 
Also it found that allotments 
Haley had made through the 
Army Finance Center in In- 
dianapolis also were not deduc- 
ted from his unit pay file. 


Then it found that on the 


basis of promotion orders sent 
from Ft. Carson to Vietnam 
and later ruled invalid, Haley 
was paid the rate for a Spec. 5 
rather than a Spec. 4. So he 
was charged for another $545. 


The Army said Tuesday that 


Haley's debt at 
that 
point 


amounted 
to 
$5,813.27. The 


amount he had paid back under 
the original mixup, was credit- 
ed on his debt, leaving him ow- 
ing $3,724.99. 


This he began paying back in 


February. At about $365 a 
month it would take him at 
least 10 months to clear the 
books, and he can only make 
four payments before his dis- 
charge. People in his hometown 
are helping out with a collec- 
tion in his behalf and there is a 
chance the military may for- 
give some of the money. 


The Army can't keep him be- 


yond his June 3 discharge since 
he's accused of no wrongdoing. 
But though he comes home 
soon from Vietnam, his woes 
with the military apparently 
are far from over.

3 Acquitted 
in Louisiana 
Fraud Case 
NEW ORLEANS (AP) — The 


U.S. 
attorney's office 
today 


studied evidence in the Louisia- 
na Loan & Thrift Corp. trial to 
decide what action to take on a 
perjury charge against Atty. 
Gen. Jack Gremillion, one of the 
three defendants acquitted of 
federal charges of fraud and 
conspiracy. 


Gremillion, state Rep. Salva- 


dor Anzelmo of New Orleans 
and Arkansas businessman Er- 
nest Bartlett Jr. were found in- 
nocent Wednesday on all 15 
counts by a U.S. District Court 
jury that deliberated five days 
after hearing six weeks of testi- 
mony. 


The indictment accused the 


defendants of conspiracy and 
fraud in the sale of securities, 
mail fraud and the sale of unre- 
gistered securities. 


The perjury charge, which al- 


leged that Gremillion falsely 
testified before a grand jury 
that he had no "economic inter- 
est" in LL&T, also alleged that 
he testified falsely regarding a 
$700 check he claimed as a cam- 
paign contribution. 


Testimony at the trial indicat- 


ed that Gremillion had 10,000 
shares in the firm and that the 
$700 check was a dividend check 
for the stock he held in the 
name of William A. Glennon Jr., 
a New Orleans attorney. 


The perjury indictment came 


in 1969 several months after the 
fraud-conspiracy indictment, 
which named Gremillion, An-

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


National Commission on Mari- 
juana and Dangerous Drugs 
was told today marijuana prob- 
ably is dangerous but should be 
legalized. 


The testimony followed the 


claims Monday of two doctors 
that the^dfu^., produced dia-r 
tor tion of perception and reality 
in test subjects and the opinion 
of another doctor that alcohol 
produces similar results. 


John Kaplan, a law professor 


at Stanford University, told the 
commission today in prepared 
testimony he believes mari- 
juana to be dangerous b'ut 
added research since 1894 has 
yet to show how dangerous the 
drug may be. 


"If 
the 
marijuana 
laws 


worked," he said, "I would be 
strongly in favor of them but 
they, like Prohibition, do not 
work. They divide the young 
from the old and are propelling 
us to a national crisis of con- 
fidence of major dimensions. 
Therefore they must go." 


Monday, 
Drs. 
Harold 


Kolansky and William Moore 
outlined their heavily publicized 
study of 38 psychiatric patients 
which they said showed mari- 
juana "produces a brain syn- 
drome marked by distortion of 
perception and reality which 
leads ..." to impaired judg- 
ment, lagging attention spans, 
slowing of a sense of time and 
trouble talking. 


They concluded the mental 


problems 
observed 
in 
their 


patients resulted from mari- 
juana 
smoking 
and 
recom- 


mended a "get tough" policy to 
control the drug. 


However, Dr. 
Bertram 
S. 


Brown, director of the National 
Institute of Mental Health and 
also a witness before the com- 
mission, said in an interview it 
probably would be possible to 
find 38 marijuana smokers who 
had graduated from 
college 


with honors. 


Brown told the commission 


he was not ready to recom- 
mend legalizing the drug but "I 
do know that the present penal- 
ty structure itself is already out 
of keeping with what we know 
about the drug." 


The Kolansky-Moore findings 


also were disputed by drug ex- 
pert Dr. Norman Zinberg of 
Harvard. He told a news con- 
ference the findings, first dis- 
closed in April, would be hard 
not to apply to a group of col- 
lege beer drinkers.

Cheetahs are a more d i f - 


ficult problem. They are fast 
disappearing in A f r i c a— 
Ralph H e I f c r. of Africa 
U.S.A.. says they will be 
completely gone from Africa 
in 10 years, at the current 
rate of disappearance — but 
they also are very difficult 
to breed in captivity. 


Lion Country Safari has an 


entire section devoted only 
to cheetahs. They are hope- 
ful that, in their very limited 
form of captivity, the chee- 
tahs will b r e e d. But the 
park's Nagel says that the 
animal, during its mating 
season, becomes a keener 
hunter than at other times. 


"How 
do you stimulate 


that instinct here?" he says. 
"We can't give them wild 
animals to hunt down." 


Heifer, a movie and tele- 


vision animal trainer turned 
wild animal park entrepre- 
neur, thinks he's solved that 
problem. He thinks it is fear 
of man which causes certain 
species — such as cheetahs 
—to refuse to breed in cap- 
tivity. 


He has l o n g advocated 


what 
he 
calls 
"affection- 


training," using kindness to 
conquer the animals' inborn 
fear of man. He is hopeful 
t h a t his cheetahs, reared 
with affection, will therefore 
produce baby cheetahs. 


Africa U.S.A.—Heifer had 


one b e f o r e , but it was 
flooded out — will open in 
July. It has 1,200 acres and 
its animal population will 
number around 1,000. The 
public will see the animals 
in cages, but Heifer's staff 
walks them several times a 
day. 


It is not unusual to see a 


tiger, ambling along pleas- 
antly on a leash held by a 
pretty teen-age girl. Lion 
cubs are in cribs and a baby 
gorilla walks around in dia- 
pers. 


Heifer says he is concen- 


trating on e n d a n g e r e d 
species—the cheetah, white 
rhino, tigers (there are no 
tigers in Lion Country Sa- 
fari—they climb fences too 
nimbly), ostriches. 


And he says he may soon 


have to include some native 
species, too. There's a move 
on, backed by Gov. Reagan, 
to allow a hunting season for 
California's native mountain 
lion. Heifer thinks this is 
wrong, and is prepared to 
add mountain lions to his 
park soon.

sible to c o n t r a c t syphilis 
without sex? 
I have had 


many of the listed symptoms 
but the only place I could 
have gotten them would be 
a c o n t a m i n a t e d glass or 
something of that nature. 
Each symptom has been in 
the correct chronological or- 
der for the disease progres- 
sion but it could easily be 
coincidence. I h a v e been 
worrying about this for the 
past seven months. I have 
never had any type of sex 
with anyone. 


Dear Reader—Yes, it is 


possible to become infected 
with syphilis without having 
sexual relations, although it 
is not very c o m m o n . The 
germ that causes the disease 
can be transmitted in fluid 
such as saliva. The germ, 
however, will not live long 
outside of the body. 


Amorous kissing with all 


that entails is one way of 
transmitting the disease. It 
is possible under ideal cir- 
cumstances to transmit it 
from drinking glasses and 
bottles.

This also enables the doctor 
to tell whether or not all of 
the tumor has been removed 
in case it is cancerous. If it 
is removed, your scar should 
be almost unnoticeable. It is 
not a very difficult proce- 
dure. You should let your 
doctor go ahead and do what 
he has recommended.
